A  Never-To-Be-Forgotten  Experience

Ill  the  vast  waters  of  the  blue 
Pacific  the  ship  ploughed  on  toward 
its  destination  laden  with  men  whose 
minds  were  filled  with  thoughts  of 
the  homes  they  had  left  and  the  un¬ 
certainties  of  the  life  ahead. 

Easter  morning  was  approaching — 
for  most  of  us  it  was  our  first  Easter 
at  sea.  I  hit  the  deck  earlier  than 
usual  that  morning  as  the  responsi¬ 
bility  of  presenting  a  risen  Christ  to 
so  many  men,  some  of  whom  I  knew 
did  not  know  Him  personally,  was  so 
keenly  felt  I  Just  had  to  have  another 
moment  alone  with  God.  I  prayed 
earnestly  that  the  Holy  Spirit  would 
take  complete  charge.  That  He  would 
cause  the  presence  of  God  to  be  felt 
by  every  man  aboard,  and  lead  those 
who  had  never  accepted  Christ  as  a 
personal  Saviour  to  do  so  at  that  very 
service. 

Men  gathered  from  their  quarters 
to  the  open  deck  for  the  Easter  ser¬ 
vice  A  choir  of  over  twenty  voices, 
formed  from  the  troops  and  perma¬ 
nent  crew,  Joined  me  on  the  bridge, 
where  the  service  was  to  be  given 
over  the  public  address  system,  using 
a  folding  organ. 

The  sun  came  up  through  the 
clouds  at  first  but  soon  was  perfectly 
clear,  shedding  beauty  over  the  waves. 
The  service  began  with  the  choir 
singing  the  first  stanza  of  “Low  in 
the  Grave  He  Lay.”  Then  all  hands 
on  the  deck  below  Joined  in  singing 
the  last  two  stanzas.

TRUETT  LIBRARY  COMES  TO 
SOUTHWESTERN  SEMINARY

The  largest  single  gift  and  the  most 
notable  collection  of  books  which  the 
Southwestern  Seminary  has  ever  re¬ 
ceived  came  recently  from  the  the¬ 
ological  library  of  the  “preacher  of  all 
preachers,”  the  late  Dr.  George  W. 
Truett,  world-renowned  pastor  of  the 
First  Baptist  Church,  Dallas,  Texas. 

The  gift  which  is  estimated  at  3,680 
main  volumes  and  approximately 
4.000  volumes  in  all,  was  transferred 
from  the  Truett  home  under  the  per¬ 
sonal  supervision  of  Mrs.  Truett  and 
Dr.  L.  R.  Elliott,  seminary  librarian. 

It  was  Dr.  Truett’s  desire  that  a 
major  part  of  his  theological  library 
.  8°  to  Southwestern  Seminary,  a  por¬ 
tion  of  It  to  the  library  of  the  First 
Baptist  Church,  Dallas,  and  a  small 
number  of  books  to  a  Dallas  colored 
religious  library.  The  Truett  general 
library  has  been  retained  by  the 
family. 

The  entire  library  of  Dr.  Truett  has 
been  estimated  at  between  5,000  and

But  their 
trouble  lies  in  their  appraisal  of  val¬ 
ues.  In  too  many  cases,  the  material 
and  secular  elements  loom  much 
larger  than  the  spiritual.

The  old  Mississippi  College 
Alumni  debt  to  the  Feild  Co-()|>- 
erative  Assocation  has  been  paid 
in  full,  according  to  Dr.  D.  M. 
Nelson,  president  of  Mississippi 
College.  This  settlement  makes 
Mississippi  College  and  its  Alumni 
Assocation  free  of  debt.  This 
fortunate  situation  is  due  to  the 
generous  contribution  of  approxi¬ 
mately  $121,000  by  the  Feild  Co- 
Operative  Association,  B.  B.  Jones, 
president,  and  Miss  S.  Frances 
Sale,  secretary  and  treasurer;  a 
payment  of  $75,000  by  Mississippi 
College  and  a  credit  of  $52,500  by 
Mississippi  College  to  the  Feild 
Cooperative  Association  in  mak¬ 
ing  loams  through  its  regular  chan¬ 
nels  to  Mississippi  College  stu¬ 
dents. 

This  debt  was  made  by  the  Missis¬ 
sippi  College  Alumni  Association  for 
the  purpose  of  erecting  the  Alumni 
building  (gymnasium),  Chrestman 
Hall  and  the  College  Hospital,  which 
provided  the  college  with  three  much 
needed  modern,  well-equipped  build¬ 
ings  at  the  time  they  were  erected  in 
1926. 

For  several  years  this  debt  has  been 
a  suorce  of  worry  to  Mississippi  Col¬ 
lege,  to  the  Alumni  Association,  to 
Mississippi  Baptists  and  to  the  friends 
of  Mississippi  College.  All  will  re¬ 
joice  at  the  satisfactory  way  in  which 
the  matter  has  been  concluded.  Dr. 
D.  M.  Nelson  has  handled  the  matter 
in  a  masterly  way  and  in  a  manner 
that  has  made  friends  for  Mississippi 
College. 

Long  known  as  a  friend  of  young 
people  and  all  Mississippi  colleges, 
B.  B.  Jones,  native  Mississippian.  and 
president  of  the  Feild  Cooperative 
Association  Ls  due  gratitude  from  all 
Mississippi  Baptists,  not  only  for 
Making  possible  the  loan  but  for  the 
generous  contribution  of  approxi¬ 
mately  $121,000  which  the  Feild  Co-

4.  Christian  stewardship  is  not  only  a  matter  of 
law  requirement  but  of  love  expressing  itself  in 
practical  service  (John  1:15). 

5.  Christian  stewardship  is  not  driving  a  sharp 
bargain  with  God  but  entering  into  a  blessed  part¬ 
nership  with  Him  (I  Cor.  3:9>. 

6.  Christian  stewardship  relates  not  to  money 
alone  but  also  to  personality  and  powers  and  all  of 
life  (Rom.  12:1). 

7.  Christian  stewardship  is  not  confined  to  a  part 
of  one's  time  and  money,  but  requires  that  the 
whole  be  held  and  used  according  to  God’s  will 
(Col.  3:17).

May  we  call  at¬ 
tention  to  the  fact  that  many 
churches  are  paying  their  pastors 
the  same  salary  they  paid  in  pre¬ 
war  days.  Many  have  given  the 
pastor  pitifully  small  increases. 

As  a  matter  of  fairness,  we  urge 
every  deacon,  every  member  of  a 
budget  or  finance  committee  to 
consider  the  pastor.  Some  econ¬ 
omists  say  that  the  average  in¬ 
come  is  now  twice  what  it  was  in 
pre-war  days.  From  buying  ex¬ 
perience  we  do  know  that  many 
things  now  cost  twice  as  much  as 
formerly. 

For  the  sake  of  your  pastor,  for 
the  sake  of  the  work  and  for  your 
own  feeling  of  pride,  sec  that  the 
pastor's  salary  is  at  least  equal  in 
buying  power  to  what  it  was  be¬ 
fore  everything  (except  pastor's 
salary)  went  up.

FAMILY  ALTARS  ARE

A  few  years  ago  a  missionary 
who  had  been  on  a  foreign  field 
for  25  years  was  at  a  West  Coast 
Port  awaiting  passage  back  to  his 
field  of  foreign  service.  An  enter¬ 
prising  reporter  alert  for  a  news 
story  asked  him  what  was  the 
most  significant  change,  in  the 
United  States  since  he  left  25  years 
ago.  His  reply  was; 

The  most  market)  as  well  as 
the  most  painful  change  that  I 
notice  is  the  decline  of  the  family 
allar.” 

While  not  the  whole  cause, 
probably  one  of  the  main  causes 
of  the  alarming  rise  in  juvenile  de¬ 
linquency  is  the  sharp  drop  in  the 
number  of  family  altars. 

After  years  of  watching  we  can¬ 
not  recall  a  single  instance  of  a 
hard-boiled  son  or  daughter  who 
came  from  a  home  where  there 
was  a  family  altar  presided  over 
by  a  godly  father  and  mother. 


Somehow  at  the  sight  of  a  fam¬ 
ily  reading  (toil’s  Word  and  bow¬ 
ing  in  reverent  prayer  the  devil 
gels  high  blood  pressure,  higher 
temperature  and  cold  feet  at  the 
same  time. 

Daily  communion  with  the 
bather  not  only  keeps  us  close  to 
(«od  but  protects  us  from  the 
devil.

An  Intriguing  Story

Only  a  short  while  ago  the  WTiter  of  this  article  stated  in  a 
Board  meeting  that  he  was  tired  of  paying  debts  and  that  he  had 
no  notion  of  attempting  to  liquidate  the  debt  of  the  Alumni  Asso¬ 
ciation  to  the  Feild  Co-Operative  Association;  but,  as  has  been 
said,  "Man  proposes,  but  God  disposes.”

She  read  excerpts  from 
letters  which  she  had  received  from  Mr.  Jones,  which  breathed

attitude  of  the  president  and  secretary-treasurer  of  the  Feild

1.  When  the  Chrestman  Land  had  to  be  sold  in  1933.  as  pro¬ 
vided  in  the  deed,  the  depression  was  at  its  worst.  Land  values 
were  at  a  low  level.  There  were,  therefore,  only  two  bidders  at  the 
sale,  Mr.  B.  B.  Jones,  president  of  the  Feild  Co-Operative  Associa¬ 
tion.  Incorporated,  and  the  president  of  Mississippi  College.  The 
property  went  to  the  college  at  a  bid  of  $29,852.14,  which  amount 
was  paid  over  to  the  Feild  Co-Operative  Association  to  be  applied 
on  Alumni  Association  indebtedness,  according  to  a  previous  order 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  the  land  went  into  the  endowment 
of  Mississippi  College  at  the  value  of  the  purchase  price,  plus  $12,- 
995.98,  which  had  to  be  used  in  clearing  the  title  of  the  property, 
making  a  total  of  $42,848.12.

Lesson  for  September  3 

SAUL  REJECTED 
1  Samuel  13,  15,  31.  Printed  Text: 

1  Samuel  15:10-23 

Introduction. 

I  forewent  all  other  engagements 
two  nights  ago  to  read  the  whole 
Bible  story  of  Samuel-Saul,  one 
among  the  very  greatest  stories  I 
ever  read.  I  caught  myself  looking 
for  answers  to  questions  like  this: 
Can  you  find  in  the  story  evidence 
that  Saul’s  disobedience  to  God  grew 
from  bad  to  worse  as  time  wore  on? 
If,  after  his  initial  act  of  disobedi¬ 
ence,  Saul  had  sought  to  know  and  do 
the  will  of  God,  would  there  have  been 
room  in  the  mercy  of  God  for  pardon 
and  restoration?  Did  Saul  ever  ask 
for  anything  in  addition  to  forgive¬ 
ness  of  his  sin?  Do  his  pleas  for  for¬ 
giveness  seem  to  convey  a  fixed  pur¬ 
pose  upon  his  part  to  turn  from  his 
attitude  of  disobedience  unto  one  of 
utter  and  complete  reliance  upon  God 
for  guidance  and  for  strength  to  fol¬ 
low  it?  Would  you  say  that  Saul  was 
actuated  by  worse  motives  than  those 
which  sway  the  statesmen  of  the 
world  today?  In  what  respects,  if 
any,  do  the  acts  for  which  the  Lord 
condemned  Saul  appear  from  the 
standpoint  of  the  present  day  states¬ 
man  imprudent?  Look  and  list  how 
many  ways  Saul  differs  in  spirit  from 
Samuel.  What  deep  meaning  at¬ 
taches  to  the  fact  that  Samuel  with¬ 
drew  from  Saul?  List  the  fine  qual¬ 
ities  of  every  sort  with  which  Saul 
set  out  in  life.  Let  us  agree  that 
every  time  we  sin  we  suffer.  How 
many  penal  consequences  of  Saul’s 
disobedient  acts  can  you  find  in  this 
long  passage? 

I.  Thou  Hast  Set  My  Feet  In  a  Large 
Place.”  Psalm  31:8.

gaged  in  or  affected  by  this  war,  be¬ 
cause  Hitler  stood  in  a  large  place. 

But  let  us  not  believe  that  only  the 
men  who  stand  in  large  places  have 
their  actions  marked  by  the  eyes  of 
those  about  them.  There  is  no  one  of 
us  so  small  but  that  he  occupies  a 
large  place  in  the  life  of  someone  else. 

You  are  the  best  Christian  some¬ 
body  knows.”  You  are  this  worlds 
most  important  person  to  somebody, 
and  this  no  matter  how  small  you  are. 
I  know  a  six  weeks’  baby  who  is  oc¬ 
cupying  more  of  the  thought  and 
claiming  more  of  the  labor  of  one 
grown  woman  than  anybody  else  in 
the  world  at  the  present  time.  And 
from  a  baby  so  small  as  that  on  up 
to  the  largest  man  or  woman  any¬ 
where,  everybody  stands  in  a  place 
of  importance.  The  failure  that  you 
and  I  make  will  not  be  recorded  in 
the  word  of  God  or  in  any  volume  of 
history  printed  on  this  earth;  but  it 
will  nevertheless  profoundly  affect 
the  life  of  someone  else. 

II.  Saul’s  Original  Assets.  I  Samuel 

9,  10,  11. 

1.  Youth.  When  we  meet  Saul  in 
these  pages,  he  has  the  fire  and  fer¬ 
vency  and  strength  of  youth.  It  takes 
youth  to  fight  battles.  It  takes  youth 
to  attempt  the  impossible  and  accom¬ 
plish  it.  It  takes  youth  to  dream  the 
lofty  dream  and  then  realize  it.  It 
takes  youth  to  see  the  lofty  vision 
and  then  give  that  visit  a  local  habi¬ 
tation  and  a  name.  Saul  had  youth. 

2.  "There  was  not  among  the  chil¬ 
dren  of  Israel  a  goodlier  person  than 
he.”  That  means  he  was  good  to  look 
upon.  His  physical  appearance  was 
striking.  His  outward  seeming  drew 
men  to  him. 

3.  Regal  statue.  He  was  a  tall 
man,  sun-browned,  conspicuous  in 
any  crowd  for  the  magnificent  pro¬ 
portions  of  his  body. 

4.  Perseverance.  Vs.  3-14.  I  wish 
you  would  read  this  story.  Saul’s 
father  sent  him  out  to  seek  a  herd 
of  straying  asses,  and  Saul  did  not 
begin  by  asking  his  father  "Where 
are  they  at?”  He  w’ent  about  looking 
for  them,  self-reliant  and  deter¬ 
mined,  through  vale,  over  hill,,  across 
dell  and  dale,  out  of  one  land  into 
another,  until  at  length,  thinking  the 
prize  was  perhaps  not  worth  the 
quest,  he  proposed  that  they  return 
home;  but  at  the  suggestion  of  his 
servant  that  they  seek  out  the  seer, 
Saul  at  once  responded  in  a  search 
for  the  preacher’s  house.  He  met  this 
old  man  inside  the  city  and,  not 
knowing  him,  asked,  “Tell  me  where 
the  seer  lives.”  "I  am  the  preacher, 
the  seer.  What  do  you  want?”  "Tell 
me  where  those  donkeys  are.  I  have 
not  yet  been  able  to  find  them,  but 
I  am  not  willing  to  go  back  and  tell 
my  father  I  couldn’t.”  There  is  your 
young  man  of  steadfast  purpose. 

5.  Obedience.  I  Samuel  10:1-13. 
Samuel  told  Saul  what  the  Lord 
wanted  him  to  do,  and  Saul  did  it. 
Samuel  told  Saul  by  what  signs  he 
would  know,  and  Saul  found  every 
one  of  these  signs.  Now  this  was  a 
fine  start.  Have  you  done  so  well? 

6.  Modesty.  ‘  Behold,  he  hath  hid¬ 
den  himself  among  the  baggage."  The 
gentlemen  who  lived  in  King  James’ 
day  translated  “hath  hidden  himself 
among  the  stuff.”  But  “the  stuff” 
they  mean  is  the  baggage.  This  fine 
young  man  did  not  wish  to  obtrude 
himself  upon  the  attention  of  the  peo¬ 
ple.  He  might  sincerely  have  para¬ 
phrased  Macbeth  (act  I,  scene  51.

reading  was  taken  from  Luke’s  ac¬ 
count  of  the  resurrection  of  our  Lord, 
followed  by  several  hymns.

Although  we  were  many  miles 
away  from  any  church,  where  loved 
ones  were  probably  gathering  for 
worship,  and  no  beautiful  lilies  added 
to  the  worshipful  atmosphere  of  an 
Easter  service,  still  the  Spirit  was 
there!  The  sea  was  never  more  beau¬ 
tiful,  and  from  the  beginning  we  felt 
God’s  presence  with  us. 

Rainbow  Over  the  Ocean 

Just  after  the  message,  while  we 
were  singing  "Jesus,  Saviour,  Pilot 
Me,”  God  sent  a  perfect  rainbow — ad¬ 
ditional  evidence  of  His  presence.  It 
came  up  from  right  out  of  the  blue 
waters,  off  the  portside  a  little  for¬ 
ward  ending  perpendicular  with  the 
bow  of  the  ship.  While  men  beheld 
the  rainbow  and  continued  singing 
"Jesus,  Saviour,  pilot  me  over  life’s 
tempestuous  sea;  unknown  waves 
around  me  roll,  hiding  rock  and 
treach-’rpus  shoal;  chart  and  com¬ 
pass  come  from  Thee:  Jesus,  Saviour, 
pilot  me,”  an  invitation  was  given  for 
all  men  who  had  never  openly  con¬ 
fessed  Christ  to  accept  Him  right 
then  and  there  as  a  personal  Lord 
and  Saviour.  More  than  250  men  re¬ 
sponded. 

After  the  benediction,  while  men 
moved  slowly  to  various  parts  of  the 
ship,  the  rainbow  began  to  fade  away. 
God  had  very  definitely  revealed  Him¬ 
self  to  the  men  aboard  through  the 
appearance  of  the  rainbow,  and  even 
more  through  the  assurance  of  eter¬ 
nal  life  to  all  who  had  accepted  His 
only  begotten  Son  as  their  Lord  and 
Master.  It  was  one  of  those  rare 
occasions  never-to-be-forgotten. 

(When  the  Mississippi  chaplains 
come  home  there  will  be  many  won¬ 
derful  things  for  them  to  tell.  We 
are  sharing  with  readers  the  story 
sent  by  Chaplain  James  Taylor  of  the 
thrilling  morning  sunrise  service  for 
men  going  to  combat  across  the  sea.

The  Legend  of  the  Dogwood 

There  is  a  legend,  that  at  the  time  of  the  Crucifixion  the  dogwood  had 
been  the  size  of  the  oak  and  other  forest  trees.  So  firm  and  strong  was  the 
tree  that  it  was  chosen  as  the  timber  for  the  cross.  To  be  used  thus  for  such 
a  cruel  purpose  greatly  distressed  the  tree,  and  Jesus,  nailed  upon  it  sensed 
this,  and  in  His  gentle  pity  for  all  sorrow  and  suffering,  said  to  it:  “Because 
of  your  pity  for  my  suffering,  never  again  shall  the  dogwood  tree  grow  large 
enough  to  be  used  as  a  cross.  Henceforth  it  shall  be  slender  and  bent  and 
twisted  and  its  blossoms  shall  be  in  the  form  of  a  cross  ...  two  long  and  two 
short  petals.  And  in  the  center  of  the  outer  edge  of  each  petal  there  will  be 
nail  prints,  brown  with  rust  and  stained  with  red,  and  in  the  center  of  the 
flower  will  be  a  crown  of  thorns,  and  all  who  see  it  will  remember.”.  .  .  This 
legend  is  beautiful,  but  the  Christian  does  not  need  the  dogwood  to  remind 
him.  He  has  Christ  within  him  as  a  constant  reminder  of  His  love  and 
sacrifice.

Ex¬ 
tension  work  is  organizing  new  unions,  teaching  study  courses,  developing  the 
unions  through  visitation,  conferences,  clinics,  enlargement  campaigns,  effi¬ 
ciency  campaigns,  special  programs.  Miss  Irmogene  Tucker,  director  of  the 
Lauderdale  Associational  Training  Union,  and  her  officers  find  great  joy  and 
profit  in  promoting  extension  work.  Recently  a  report  brings  the  news  that 
that  Arkadelphia  church  has  been  enlisted  and  a  four-unit  Training  Union 
set  up.  A  Story  Hour  with  five  members,  a  Junior  Union  with  eight  members, 
an  Intermediate  Union  with  15  members  and  an  Adult  Union  with  17  mem¬ 
bers.  Miss  Tucker  in  reporting  has  this  good  word  to  say— “I  feel  that  Arka- 
delphia  has  a  chance  to  grow  into  one  of  the  largest  unions  in  the  country. 
The  people  of  the  community  are  very  responsive  and  appreciate  every  word 
of  encouragement  that  they  get.”  Plans  for  a  study  course  were  made  to  be 
carried  out  just  as  soon  as  the  canning  season  was  over.  Miss  Tucker  gives 
credit  to  Mr.  R.  L.  Talbert,  Intermediate  leader  of  Southsidc  church,  Meridian, 
for  helping  with  this  organization.

WHAT  HAPPENS  WHEN  PROTEST¬ 
ANTS  ARE  CAUGHT  NAPPING 


At  the  outbreak  of  the  war  it  was 
necessary  greatly  to  expand  the  na¬ 
tion's  cargo-carrying  capacity  on  the 
high  seas.  The  government  not  only 
began  to  build  ships  in  vast  numbers; 
it  also  launched  a  training  program 
for  crews  to  man  the  ships.  Until  this 
time,  there  never  had  been  any  chap¬ 
lain  of  recognized  character  in  the 
merchant  marine.  But  the  greatly 
expanded  personnel  made  one  desir¬ 
able.  Commanding  officers  of  train¬ 
ing  schools  began  to  appoint  chap¬ 
lains.  The  whole  procedure  was  car¬ 
ried  out  on  a  personal  basis  and 
without  any  Protestant  denomina¬ 
tional  authority  or  interchurch  agency 
being  consulted.  As  a  result,  it  now 
appears  that  the  Roman  Catholic 
Church  has  seen  an  opportunity  to 
entrench  itself  and  has  taken  it.  This 
was  brought  into  the  open  recently 
through  the  resignation  of  Chaplain 
H.  W.  Van  Dclinder,  a  Presbyterian 
clergyman  whose  rank  was  that  of 
lieutenant.  He  was  attached  to. the 
United  States  Merchant  Marine  Cadet 
Basic  School,  San  Mateo.  California. 
Chaplain  Van  Delinder  resigned  in 
protest  against  "religious  discrimina¬ 
tion  against  Protestants  made  more 
and  more  evident  in  the  chaplain 
crops  of  the  merchant  marine.”  He 
declared  that  the  corps  contains  "a 
disproportionately  large  number  of 
Roman  Catholic  chaplains  —  more 
than  50  per  cent  in  a  corps  com¬ 
prised  of  only  approximately  25  per 
cent  Roman  Catholic”  personnel.  He 
also  maintained  that  Roman  Catholic 
chaplains  receive  the  appointments 
to  “the  key  positions  at  the  major 
merchant  marine  bases.”  This  in¬ 


cludes  the  senior  chaplain  for  the 
corps,  according  to  him.  Such  inves¬ 
tigation  as  we  have  been  able  to 
make  leads  us  to  believe  that  Chap¬ 
lain  Van  Delinder's  charges  are  rub- 
stantlally  correct.  With  no  require¬ 
ment  that  chaplaincies  be  assignrd  to 
religious  groups  on  the  basis  of  llieir 
proportional  size,  the  Roman  Cs  th- 
olic  Church  has  stolen  another 
march  on  disunited  Protestantism. 
We  are  informed  that  the  General 
Commission  on  Army  and  Navy 
Chaplains  has  recently  made  repre¬ 
sentations  to  Admiral  Land,  chi  f  of 
the  United  States  maritime  service, 
asking  that  the  chaplaincy  in  the 
merchant  marine  be  put  on  the  same 
basis  as  in  the  army  and  navy.  Cer¬ 
tainly  this  is  the  least  that  the  mari¬ 
time  service,  whiclr  has  its  own  .share 
of  responsibility  for  what  has  hap¬ 
pened,  can  do. — Watchman -Exam-

IT'S  GETTING  CLOSER! 
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TRIETT  LIBRARY  COMES  TO 
SOUTHWESTERN  SEMINARY 


(Continued  from  Page  One) 

6.000  volumes,  the  titles  of  which 
show  an  unusual  range  of  thought  on 
his  part.  His  choice  of  books  indi¬ 
cates  a  wide  interest  in  all  human 
life.  Dr.  Elliott  describes  the  library 
as  not  being  “confined  to  the  narrow 
channels  of  religious  thinking  but 
including  the  social,  moral  and  eco¬ 
nomic  implications  of  theology.”  Mrs. 
Truett  told  Dr.  Elliott  while  the  books 
were  being  packed,  that  her  great 
preacher  husband  placed  books  as 
next  in  importance  to  a  pastor's  own 
personal  relationship  with  God. 

Young  theological  students  at 
Southwestern  will  have  the  rare  op¬ 
portunity  of  reverently  studying  the 
Bible  used  in  the  early  days  of  Dr. 
Truett's  ministry  and  noting  the  pas¬ 
sages  he  marked  on  the  margins. 

One  of  the  most  heavily  marked 
passages  in  the  well  worn  volume  is 
the  14th  chapter  of  John  and  a  double 
marginal  line  marks  the  familiar 
verse,  “Let  not  your  heart  be  trou¬ 
bled;  ye  believe  in  God,  believe  also 
in  me;  in  my  father's  house  are  many 
mansions;  if  it  were  not  so  I  would 
have  told  you.  I  go  to  prepare  a 
place  for  you  and  if  I  go  and  prepare 
a  place  for  you,  I  will  come  again  and 
receive  you  unto  myself  that  where 
I  am,  there  ye  may  be  also.” 

The  manuscript  of  the  sermon  Dr. 
Truett  prepared  on  that  scriptural 
passage  is  included  in  his  papers  re¬ 
ceived  by  the  library. 

Among  Dr.  Truett’s  “Collection”  are 
found  a  Hebrew  and  a  Greek  Bible 
and  a  Portuguese  Bible  presented  to 
him  on  a  preaching  mission  to  South 
America.  Also  are  found  the  Baede¬ 
ker’s  Guide  Book  to  the  Holy  Land, 
used  on  a  trip  he  made  to  Palestine, 
and  a  book  of  sermon  outlines  in  his 
own  handwriting.  Another  notable 
item  is  galley  proofs  of  the  biography, 
“Under  the  Broad  Brim,”  written  by 
Dr.  Richard  Day  about  Charles  Had- 
don  Spurgeon.  Dr.  Truett  had  made 
a  major  study  of  Spurgeon’s  life,  and 
was  invited  to  speak  at  the  centen¬ 
nial  arranged  in  England  honoring 
the  noted  English  preacher.  Dr.  Day 
had  sent  him  the  proofs  on  his  book 
for  his  opinion. 

The  Truett  library  will  swell  the 
seminary  library  to  approximately 
20.000  volumes.  It  now  has  20.000  vol¬ 
umes  cataloged  and  5,000  uncataloged. 

Dr.  Truett  maintained  a  major  in¬ 
terest  in  Southwestern  Seminary  from 
the  time  of  its  founding  in  1907- 
1908.  He  served  as  president  of  its 
Board  of  Trustees  from  1931  until  the 
time  of  his  death. 

Southwestern  Seminary  appreciates 
the  signal  honor  of  being  selected  by 
Dr.  Truett  to  be  the  recipient  of  this 
splendid  library  and  humbly  accepts 
the  responsibility  of  using  his  books 
so  that  they  will  perpetuate  his  min¬ 
istry  in  preaching  the  gospel  of  the 
grace  of  God. 

The  books  are  now  being  placed  on 
the  shelves  of  the  library  but  will  not 
be  available  for  public  use  until  they 
can  be  properly  cataloged. 

About  the  same  time  the  seminary 
received  the  Truett  library  there  came 
also  as  a  gift  from  Miss  Mabel  Cran- 
fill  some  400  volumes  from  the  the¬ 
ological  library  of  Dr.  J.  B.  Cranfill 
of  Dallas,  Texas. 

Dr.  Cranfill  was  a  member  of  the 
seminary  Board  of  Trustees  from  the 
time  of  its  founding  until  his  death. 
Like  Dr.  Truett,  Dr.  Cranfill  was  a 
close  friend  and  able  supporter  of 
both  Dr.  Carroll  and  Dr.  Scarborough 
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duty,  for  ‘wisdom’s  ways  are  ways  of 
pleasantness,  and  all  her  paths  are 
peace.’  ” 

“Well,  Mell,  go  on,  dear,"  said  Mrs. 
Brown,  “and  let  us  see  how  many 
witnesses  you  can  find  on  the  Bap¬ 
tist  side.  I  Intend  that  you  shall  de¬ 
cide  the  question  for  yourself.  Your 
father  says  that  he  has  a  great  curi¬ 
osity  to  know  what  will  be  your  con¬ 
clusion  after  an  impartial  investiga¬ 
tion.  He  said  that  had  he  not  been 
compelled  to  go  away  on  business,  he 
would  have  stayed  with  us,  and  as¬ 
sisted  us  to  arrive  at  an  unprejudiced 
decision. 

“But,  Mellie,”  said  Frank,  “to  save 
the  trouble  of  turning  back  and  go¬ 
ing  over  the  same  ground  twice,  let 
us  examine  the  evidence  on  both 
sides  of  the  question.  Look  at  the 
eleventh  verse;  it  says,  ‘I  baptize  you 
with  water.’  Now,  if  John  the  Bap¬ 
tist  baptized  the  people  with  water, 
is  it  not  plain  that  he  put  the  water 
on  them,  instead  of  putting  them  into 
the  water?” 

“No,  Buddie,  if  it  did  not  say,  ‘they 
went  down  into  the  water,’  and  that 
they  were  baptized  in  the  river,  then, 
maybe,  we  would  not  know  how  it 
was  done;  but  the  Bible  is  too  plain, 
Buddie.  John  said  he  baptized  with 
water;  distinguishing  the  water  from 
the  Holy  Ghost,  with  which  he  said 
Christ  would  baptize  them.  And,  yet, 
when  anyone  baptizes  in  water,  don’t 
they  baptize  with  water?  When  you 
saw  Laura  Thompson  covered  up  in 
the  water,  could  you  not  as  well  say. 
She  was  covered,  with  water?’  Either 
is  proper.  Mamma,  didn't  Polly,  this 
morning,  scald  the  chicken  with  hot 
water,  and  didn’t  she  put  the  chicken 
in  the  water? 

“O,  but  hold  on,  Mell,  the  Bible 
doesn’t  say  that  John  baptized  the 
people  in  the  river;  it  only  says  it 
was  in  Jordan;  and  how  do  you  know 
but  that  Jordan  was  the  name  of  a 
town  or  a  place  in  some  dry  coun¬ 
try?”  replied  Frank,  more  disposed  to 
tease  his  sister  than  to  give  her  in¬ 
struction. 

“Yes,  but  it  does  say  that  it  was  a 
river,  somewhere,”  rejoined  Mellie; 
and,  quick  as  thought,  she  turned  to 
the  first  chapter  of  Mark,  and  read: 
“And  there  went  out  unto  him  all 
the  land  of  Judea,  and  they  of  Jeru¬ 
salem,  and  were  all  baptized  of  him 
in  the  river  Jordan,  confessing  their 
sins.”  And  again  she  read:  “And  it 
came  to  pass  in  those  days,  that 
Jesus  came  from  Nazareth  of  Galilee, 
and  was  baptized  of  John  in  Jordan.” 
Now,  Buddie,  don’t  this  prove  that 
Jordan  is  a  river,  and  that  the  peo¬ 
ple  were  all  baptized  in  the  river? 
And  haven’t  I  read  in  my  geography 
about  the  river  Jordan,  and  haven’t 
I  seen  it  on  my  map  of  the  Holy 
Land?  Let  us  take  mamma’s  advice, 
and  ‘have  the  courage  to  stick  to  the 
truth,  Buddie.” 

Without  waiting  to  hear  any  reply, 
Mellie  ran  into  her  father’s  library, 
and  returned  with  a  large  book,  called 
“Lynch's  Expedition  to  the  Holy 
Land.”  For,  young  as  she  was.  she 
was  familiar  with  almost  every  book 
in  the  library.  “Look  here,”  said  she, 
“the  man  that  wrote  this  book  has 
been  to  Jordan,  and  traveled  down  it 

in  founding  and  developing  the  sem¬ 
inary. 

The  seminary  greatly  appreciates 
this  gift  of  useful  books  from  the  li¬ 
brary  of  its  long-time  friends  and  will 
endeavor  to  make  It  of  useful  service 
to  its  students.  « 


in  a  boat,  and  he  ought  to  know 
whether  it’s  a  river  or  not;  and  I 
guess  he  was  no  Baptist:  he  was  an 
officer  of  the  United  States  *  Navy, 
and  was  sent  out  by  the  government. 
The  people  there  showed  him  the 
very  place  where  they  said  Christ  was 
baptized.  Now  just  see  what  he 
wrote  while  standing  on  the  bank  of 
the  river  looking  at  the  water,  and 
thinking  about  the  Saviour  having 
been  baptized  there:  ‘The  mind  of 
man  trammeled  by  sin,  cannot  soar 
in  contemplation  of  so  sublime  an 
event.  On  that  wondrous  day,  when 
the  Deity,  veiled  in  flesh,  descended 
the  bank,  all  nature,  hushed  in  awe, 
looked  on — and  the  impetuous  rive/, 
in  grateful  homage,  must  have  stayed 
its  course,  and  gently  laved  the  body 
of  its  Lord.”’  Mellie  read  this  with 
a  solemn  air,  giving  particular  em¬ 
phasis  to  the  words,  “impetuous 
river,”  and  “gently  laving  the  body  of 
its  Lord.” 

Frank  listened  in  silence,  and  Mrs. 
Brown  seemed  wholly  unconscious 
that  the  knitting  had  fallen  from  her 
hands,  so  great  was  her  amazement 
at  the  ease  with  which  Mellie  seemed 
to  manage  the  subject. 

While  Mellie  had  looked  a  mere 
child,  she  showed  a  remarkably  quick 
perception,  and  was  capable  of  solid 
reasoning.

And  when  they  were  come  up  out  of 
the  water,  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord 
caught  away  Philip,”  etc.  She  con¬ 
tinued:  “Now,  Buddie,  you  see  that 
Philip  went  with  the  man  into*  the 
water,  and  there,  in  the  water,  he 
baptized  him,  and  then,  both  came 
up  out  of  the  water;  and  that’s  what 
made  me  ask  Mr.  Hamilton  if  Philip 
was  not  a  Baptist.  He  did  just  like 
Mr.  Coleman  does  when  he  baptizes 
people.  Then  the  girls  made  fun  of 
me,  and  called  me  ‘The  Little  Bap¬ 
tist.’  Now  I  know  I  am  only  a  little 
girl,  and  not  old  enough  to  know 
everything,  yet  when  I  see  anything 
so  plain,  I  think  I  can  understand  it. 
Mamina  says  that  holy  men  wrote 
the  Bible,  just  as  God  directed  them, 
and  that  God  gave  us  the  Bible  to 
teach  us  our  duty,  so  I  think  He  must 
have  meant  for  us  to  understand 
what  He  wants  us  to  do,  and  then  to 
do  just  what  He  commands.  I’m  so 
glad  that  you  gave  me  my  Bible, 
Buddie;  I’ve  learned  so  much  from 
it;  and  I  want  to  do  all  that  it  tells 
me.” 

'Well,  Mell,”  said  Frank,  “I  see  that 
you  are  determined  to  be  a  Baptist 
in  spite  of  all  we  can  do;  but  don’t 
you  know  that  when  anybody  gets 
into  the  Baptist  church  there  is  no 
way  for  them  to  get  out  again?” 

“Why  can’t  I  get  out,  Buddie,  if  I 
want  to?”  said  Mellie. 

“Because,”  said  Frank,  “they  take 
their  members  in  through  the  water 
and  I  don’t  see  how  they  can  ever 
get  out.  I  never  heard  of  any  other

door  to  the  church;  so  I  suppose  they 
have  to  remain  there  until  they  die 
out,  unless  they  can  be  taken  back¬ 
ward  through  tlie  water  again.”
